ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1941. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Ashford  Urban  District. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941. 

The  Report  has  been  abbreviated  as  much  as  possible 
compatible  with  essential  records. 

In  striking  and  welcome  contrast  to  the  second  half  of  the 
year  1940  when  air  raids  were  frequent  and  siren  warnings  averag- 
ing sometimes  twelve  per  day  sent  all  Civil  Defence  Personnel 
running  to  their  Action  Stations,  the  year  1941  was  remarkably 
and  providentially  free  from  incident,  with  the  exception  of  only 
two  occasions  when  bombs  were  dropped  none  of  which  fortunately 
exploded.  I am  very  glad  to  record,  therefore,  that  there  were 
no  casualties  from  enemy  action  during  the  year.  No  one,  after 
the  experiences  of  1940,  would  have  dared  to  anticipate  such  a 
stroke  of  good  fortune. 

However,  the  Casualty  Services  were  standing  by  in  full 
force  ready  for  any  eventuality.  The  personnel  are  highly 
trained  and  well  equipped,  and  innumerable  exercises  have  been 
held  to  maintain  efficiency  and  enthusiasm. 

Each  of  the  five  sub-districts  is  covered  by  a fixed  or  mobile 
First  Aid  Post  and  in  addition  there  are  three  Hospitals  within  a 
convenient  distance,  always  “ at  the  ready  ” to  receive  casualties. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  especial 
tribute  to  the  volunteers  whose  enthusiasm,  courage  and  unselfish 
devotion  to  service  have  been  in  the  highest  traditions  of  the 
British  Nation.  From  my  experience  of  the  Casualty  Service, 
Ashford  Civil  Defence  Joint  Area  is  rich  in  volunteers,  a highly 
creditable  reflection  on  the  spirit  of  the  population. 

Establishment  numbers  for  full-time  paid  personnel,  for 
example  First  Aid  Parties  and  Ambulance  Drivers,  are  fixed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  Home  Security  and  form  a highly 
trained  nucleus  which  the  volunteers  supplement. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  carried  out 
free  from  the  constant  interruptions  of  1940. 

Concerning  the  Public  Health  there  was  no  outstanding 
happening  during  the  year.  -For  example,  no  epidemic  of  major 
infectious  disease  occurred.  As  the  population  settled  down  with 
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fortitude  to  altered  conditions  and  the  number  of  persons  using 
public  and  private  shelters  for  sleeping  purposes  dwindled  to  very 
few,  and  the  School  Authorities  abandoned  discharge  from 
class-rooms  of  school  children  into  crowded  shelters  when  the 
“ day-light  air  ” became  increasingly  safe,  conditions  for  the 
propagation  of  infectious  disease  became  less  favourable. 

The  causes  of  death  showed  no  significant  variations  from 
pre-war  years.  Deaths  from  heart  disease,  the  greatest  cause, 
were  less  by  twenty.  This  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  there  was  incomparably  less  excitement  during  the  year 
from  enemy  action.  Cancer,  the  grim  reaper,  remains  one  of  the 
chief  killing  diseases,  amongst  the  elderly.  There  were  seven 
more  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  than  in  1940,  but  this  is  not 
significant.  Notifications  of  new  cases  were  less  by  four  for  males 
and  for  females  were  the  same  in  number  as  in  1940,  whereas 
nationally  notifications  of  new  cases  have  been  appreciably 
increasing  since  the  war  began. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that  no  mother  died  in  child- 
birth or  suffered  from  child-bed  fever,  a high  tribute  indeed  to 
Practitioners  and  Midwives.  Other  services  contributing  to  the 
achievement  of  these  results  were  the  Ante-natal  Clinic,  Hospitals, 
Private  Nursing  Homes  and  the  Government  Emergency 
Maternity  Homes  in  safer  areas. 

The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  rose  from 
26  to  42  per  1,000  live-births.  The  number  of  deaths  was  actually 
12,  the  chief  causes  being  congenital  debility,  prematurity  and 
secondary  infection.  This  rate,  however,  compares  favourably 
with  the  national  rate  of  59. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  nutrition  of  the  population 
is  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  war.  Personal  clinical  observa- 
tions at  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools  has  convinced  me  that  there 
is  no  deterioration  amongst  the  younger  generation.  There  are 
admittedly  shortages  of  certain  foods  but  the  food  available  does 
not  lack  the  values  essential  for  sound  health,  resistance  to 
disease,  growth  and  vigour. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  you  for  the  keen  interest 
you  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  my  staff  for 
their  efficient  and  loyal  service.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

These  were  maintained  at  a satisfactory  standard  of  efficiency 
and  adequacy  during  the  year  and  no  changes  occurred  worthy 
of  note  (Vide  report  1940). 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Attendances  at  the  three  Infant  Welfare  Centres  during  the 
year  were  gratifying.  The  importance  of  this  health  service, 
which  aims  at  obtaining  perfect  babyhood,  cannot  be  exaggerated, 
and  is  a major  factor  in  preventive  medicine.  The  work  of  the 
Health  Visitors  is  extremely  valuable.  Most  of  their  energies 
are  concentrated  on  the  poorer  homes.  They  are  ceaselessly 
waging  war  on  ignorance  with  regard  to  the  upbringing  of  the 
baby  towards  the  success  of  which  proper  management  and 
nutrition  are  chief  factors.  All  encouragement  is  given  to  the 
mothers  especially  those  with  weakly  infants  to  bring  them  to  the 
Welfare  Centre  for  medical  advice.  The  nutrition  of  infants 
need  not  suffer  from  the  effects  of  the  war.  Great  importance  is 
attached  by  the  Government  to  the  adequate  nutrition  of  infants, 
toddlers  and  school  children,  as  a basic  health  policy.  The 
national  supply  of  dried  milks,  fruit  juices  and  cod-liver  oil  which 
were  made  available  to  every  child  in  the  country  was  a 
tremendous  feat  of  organisation  on  the  part  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Ministry  of  Food  during  a very  troublous  national 
period.  Everything  has  been  done  by  the  local  Food  Office  in 
co-operation  with  the  Health  Department  to  make  this  scheme 
a success.  Statistics  of  distribution  cannot  be  given  since  the 
scheme  for  fruit  juices  and  cod-liver  oil  did  not  begin  until 
December,  1941. 

All  health  defects  seen  at  the  clinics  requiring  treatment  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  practitioners,  consultants,  and 
hospitals. 

In  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
no  residential  or  day  nurseries  have  been  established  in  this 
District  by  the  Council,  as  this  is  still  an  evacuation  area.  A 
small  residential  day  nursery  would  have  met  a real  need,  especially 
for  the  accommodation  of  children  of  expectant  mothers,  who 
would  thus  have  been  enabled  to  have  their  confinements  in  one 
of  the  Government’s  excellent  Emergency  Maternity  Homes  in 
safe  areas. 

However,  nine  expectant  mothers  were  able  to  take  advantage 
of  this  scheme  during  the  year  1941  from  May,  when  it  first  began 
to  operate.  Special  tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  County  Adminis- 
tration which  has  done  everything  in  its  power  to  co-operate  with 
this  Department  in  meeting  the  different  circumstances  of  the 
expectant  mothers. 
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The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  provide  valuable  help 
to  lying-in  mothers.  Thirty-five  Home  Helps  were  required  and 
provided  during  the  year. 

Special  commendation  must  be  given  to  the  Ashford  and 
District  Nursing  Association’s  Midwives,  employed  by  the  Local 
Supervising  Authority,  the  County  Council.  Of  141  mothers 
delivered  without  medical  help,  no  deaths  or  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  occurred,  which  is  high  tribute  indeed  to  their  skill  and 
technique. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  increasing  in  popularity  with 
expectant  mothers.  The  midwives  work  in  close  collaboration 
with  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Clinic.  During  the  year  137 
expectant  mothers  were  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer.  The 
importance  of  ante-natal  care  for  the  expectant  mother  cannot 
be  overstated.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  hospitalisa- 
tion of  complicated  cases,  or  in  the  arrangements  for  X-ray 
examination.  Most  of  the  normal  cases  were  delivered  in  their 
own  homes  and  the  accommodation  which  the  Council  has 
reserved  in  one  of  the  Private  Nursing  Homes  was  not  required. 
Dental  treatment  was,  as  in  previous  years,  provided  by  a private 
Dentist.  The  Council  has  an  arrangement  with  the  County 
Council  to  use  the  services  of  the  School  Dentist  for  children  under 
five,  but  the  latter  cannot  cope  with  the  additional  work  which 
would  be  required  for  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  mothers. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  now  three  Nursing  Homes  in  the  District.  The 
third  was  registered  during  the  year.  Each  was  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  none  failed  in 
any  of  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  each 
providing  satisfactory  accommodation,  facilities  and  nursing.

Child  Life  Protection — ( Public  Health  Act  1936).

HOSPITALS. 

Isolation  Hospital  (Ashford  Urban  District  Council). 

Staff.  (1)  Medical  Officer  : — Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(2)  Matron,  Sister  and  three  Assistant  Nurses. 

(3)  Temporary  Nurses  are  engaged  when  necessary. 

Owing  to  the  circumstances  of  the  war  the  area  served  by  the 

Hospital  has  greatly  increased,  and  the  number  of  patients  has 
correspondingly  increased.  Accordingly  more  temporary  nurses 
have  been  required,  and  these  have  been  obtained  chiefly  by  appeal 
to  the  Regional  Nursing  Officer,  but  the  latter  is  having  increasing 
difficulty  in  supplying  a quota.  The  position  did  not  become 
acute  in  1941,  but  may  in  1942  or  1943,  if  any  epidemics  of 
infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  arise.  It  appears 
that  all  Fever  Hospitals  in  the  County  are  faced  with  the  same 
problem.  Just  as  serious  is  the  shortage  of  domestic  staff,  which 
cannot  be  dissociated  from  the  Nursing  Staff,  for  if  the  latter  are 
obliged  to  help  in  or  do  the  domestic  work,  the  nursing  may 
suffer.  This  would  appear  to  be  a national  problem  and  not  a 
local  one  and  will  require  a solution  by  the  appropriate  Ministries. 

Another  urgent  necessity  is  that  the  Local  Authorities  should 
be  prepared  to  allow  co-ordination  of  the  staffs  and  accommodation 
throughout  the  County  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  who  would 
be  in  the  best  position  to  utilise  the  available  accommodation  in 
the  County  should  a large  scale  epidemic  occur  which  local 
Hospitals  could  not  cope  with.  Arrangements  are  in  hand  by  the 
County  and  Regional  Medical  Authorities  for  the  accommodation 
of  two  infectious  diseases,  viz.,  Small-pox  and  Typhus  Fever, 
which  by  their  nature  require  specialised  and  reserved  accommoda- 
tion and  which  would  necessitate  co-ordination  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  all  the  Local  Authorities,  for  especially  a 
common  pool  of  staff  willing  to  nurse  these  diseases,  in  the  absence 
of  compulsory  powers.

School  Medical  Service  (Kent  County  Council). 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  by  arrangement  between  the 
County  Council  and  the  Urban  Council,  is  employed  by  the  former 
for  two  whole  days  per  week  in  the  medical  examination  of  all  the 
School  Children,  excepting  the  County  and  Grammar  School 
children,  in  this  District.  This  valuable  health  service  takes  over 
from  the  Infant  Welfare  Service  when  the  child  enters  school. 

Treatment  for  defects  found  can  always  be  arranged  if  the 
parents  co-operate  and  the  majority  do,  but  there  are  still  many 
defaulters. 
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The  County  School  Medical  Officer  in  his  report  of  1941 
advocates  strongly  that  compulsion  should  be  enforced  in  these 
cases.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  such  compulsion  would  go 
almost  the  whole  way  towards  perfecting  the  results  of  the  School 
Medical  Service. 

The  health  of  the  School  Child  in  this  District  is  on  the  whole 
good,  and  gives  cause  for  satisfaction.  There  will,  however, 
always  be  in  any  population  an  appreciable  percentage  of  mothers 
of  low  mental  grade,  who  are  incapable  of  properly  managing  and 
feeding  their  children.  Although  these  nutritionally  sub-normal 
children  are  the  special  focus  of  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
and  School  Medical  Services  and  supplementary  foods  such  as 
free  milk,  cod-liver-oil  and  malt  and  canteen  dinners,  etc.,  are 
provided,  the  damage  of  neglect  at  home  will  never  be  fully  off-set 
unless  the  science  of  eugenics  is  applied  in  its  fullest  sense,  marching 
pari  passu  with  these  services,  and  also  more  powerful  laws  for 
compulsory  health  are  enacted. 

During  1941  no  epidemic  of  major  infectious  disease  occurred 
in  any  school. 

The  sanitation  of  all  the  schools  was  satisfactory  excepting 
one  where  old  trough  closets  make  it  difficult  for  cleanliness  to  be 
obtained.  The  responsible  authority,  however,  has  applied  for 
sanction  to  instal  modern  closets.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water. 

The  sources  of  the  water  supply  to  the  District  were  described 
in  the  report  of  1940. 

In  October,  1941,  the  supply  from  Hinxhill  was  curtailed 
by  a partial  collapse  of  the  bore-hole.  However,  a limited 
chlorinated  supply  was  maintained  in  the  area  of  supply,  and 
was  supplemented  by  water  from  the  emergency  connection  with 
the  main  Ashford  supplies.  Frequent  samples  were  taken  and 
the  reports  were  satisfactory.  Chlorinating  plants  have  been 
installed  at  all  the  sources  but  the  plant  at  Westwell  is  not  yet 
in  operation. 

Routine  regular  samples  were  taken  from  all  the  sources 
of  supply  and  none  was  unsatisfactory. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  alteration  was  effected  in  1941.  The  general 
situation  is  satisfactory. 

3.  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  number  of  Council  Houses  found  to  be  infested  was  18, 
and  the  number  of  private  houses  40.  All  were  dealt  with  by  the 
method  described  in  the  1940  report,  which  has  given  successful 
results. 
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4.  Swimming  Baths. 

There  was  only  one  Swimming  Bath  in  use  during  the  season 
of  1941,  viz.,  the  Public  Baths  (A.U.D.C.).  Regular  samples 
were  taken  to  test  the  efficacy  of  chlorination  and  all  were 
satisfactory.

SECTION  D. 


Housing. 

Housing  inspections  since  the  war  have  been  limited  in  their 
scope  to  the  remedying  of  disrepair  and  other  conditions  injurious 
to  health.  The  general  standard  of  housing  is  satisfactory.  There 
is,  of  course,  the  war-time  difficulty  of  getting  repairs  done  due 
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to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials.  However,  considerable 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  55  houses  and  a further  61  had 
repairs  of  a more  minor  character,  giving  a total  of  116. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  much  overcrowding  according 
to  the  legal  definition,  but  on  the  other  hand  all  available  houses 
in  the  District  are  fully  occupied,  although  there  is  a large  number 
of  men  and  women  away  in  the  Services  and  other  war  work. 

The  wives  of  many  soldiers  married  since  the  war  are  living 
with  parents  or  friends  or  are  temporarily  away  from  the  town  on 
National  Service.  There  will  be  few,  if  any,  houses  available  for 
these  married  couples  after  the  war  and  over-crowding  will 
therefore  be  likely  to  occur. 

The  Registrar- General  is  unable  to  provide  marriage  statistics 
for  the  Urban  District.  If  these  were  available  annually,  they 
would  provide  a valuable  comparible  index  for  any  estimation 
of  the  probable  demand  for  additional  dwelling  houses  in  the 
District,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  number  of  marriages  has 
increased  since  the  war  began  and  that  Housing  will  be  a post-war 
problem  of  first  importance  and  will  require  urgent  attention. 


SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


{a)  Milk  Supplies. 


There  were  in  1941,  11  Cowsheds  with  11  registered  Dairies 
attached  and  11  other  registered  Dairies,  in  the  occupation  of 
retail  purveyors  of  milk.  Of  these  cowsheds,  4 produced  Accredited 
Milk  and  the  remaining  7 produced  undesignated  milk. 

The  total  milk  supply  of  this  District  is  supplied  by  15 
Producer  Retailers  and  by  15  Retail  Purveyors. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  regularly  inspected.  A satisfactory 
state  of  hygiene  was  maintained.  This  was  confirmed  by  samples 
taken  from  Cowsheds  producing  ordinary  milk.  These  on  the 
whole  on  bacteriological  analysis  showing  a low  count  of  bacteria 
and  few  Bacilli  Coli.  In  fact  many  of  the  samples  reached  the 
Designated  Standard.  Improvements  have  been  made  at  the 
Cowsheds  from  which  the  samples  taken  were  poor  and  milking 
is  now  carried  out  mechanically  in  one  of  these. 

There  is  one  Pasteurising  Plant  of  the  Holder  type  in  the 
Urban  District.  This  is  regularly  inspected  and  samples  taken. 
The  plant  was  completely  overhauled  and  subsequent  samples 
were  satisfactory.

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Examination  of  Milk  for  Tubercle  Baccilli. 

A new  scheme  was  begun  on  18th  November,  1940,  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  whereby  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
owners  of  cattle  which  were  found  to  be  tuberculous  at  slaughter 
were  notified  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  mixed  samples 
of  milk  from  the  implicated  herds  taken.  Apropos  this  District 
3 such  samples  were  taken  and  all  found  to  be  negative. 

( b ) Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Unsound  Food  ( Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938). 

238  tins  of  meat,  fruit,  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  and  373  other 
articles  consisting  of  pork  brawn,  sausage  meat  and  cheese,  were 
certified  as  unfit  for  food.  The  total  weight  of  these  articles 
condemned  was  9fcwts.  This  represents  a much  larger  quantity 
than  in  1940,  but  an  insignificant  percentage  of  the  total  food 
consumed  from  tins  during  the  year.  The  science  of  the  preserva- 
tion of  foods  in  tins  has  reached  a high  standard. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  the 
year  and  no  deaths  were  certified  as  from  this  cause.  This 
demonstrates  the  great  care  which  is  given  to  the  manufacture 
of  tinned  foods.  Research  devoted  to  the  preservation  of  the 
food  values,  e.g.,  vitamins,  of  the  tinned  articles  has  also  been 
very  successful. 

Concerning  the  tins  condemned  mechanical  damage  occurred 
more  easily  due  to  the  thinness  of  the  metal  of  the  tin  itself 
compared  with  pre-war  quality.  Other  factors  were  the  longer 
periods  of  storage  necessary  and  the  fact  that  larger  quantities 
of  tinned  foods  have  been  imported. 

Adulteration. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Authority  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  under  this 
heading.

Slaughterhouses  . 

There  were  still  3 slaughterhouses  in  use,  during  the  year, 
controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  However,  for  the  purposes 
of  meat  inspection  and  condemnation,  the  Council’s  Meat  Inspector 
is  independent.  Reference  was  made  in  the  report  of  1940  to  the 
advantages  gained  by  the  concentration  of  slaughtering  from  13 
to  3 premises,  for  the  purposes  of  meat  inspection.  However  the 
amount  of  imported  meat  available  for  human  consumption  was 
less  than  in  previous  years  and  there  was  a consequent  increase 
in  the  amount  of  home-killed  meat.  This  has  resulted  in  the  3 
small  slaughterhouses  being  fully  taxed  for  accommodation. 
The  space  available  for  the  hanging  of  carcases  is  inadequate

at  all  3 slaughterhouses  and  unless  the  amount  of  slaughtering 
is  reduced  in  the  future,  additional  hanging  room  will  undoubtedly 
be  required.  This  problem  is  not  easy  of  solution  as  the  premises 
are  surrounded  by  buildings  and  there  is  no  land  adjacent  for 
extensions.  The  inspection  of  carcases  is  rendered  more  difficult 
by  reason  of  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  hanging  space.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  in  1941,  and  the  child 
made  a complete  recovery.  The  average  number  of  cases  for 
some  years  has  been  7.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
immunisation  campaign  begun  in  February,  1941,  has  already 
begun  to  have  its  effect  in  reducing  the  incidence. 

Immunisation. 

It  is  highly  imperative  that  as  many  children  as  possible 
of  school  and  especially  pre-school  age  should  be  protected  against 
this  serious  and  treacherous  disease.  Accordingly  in  conjunction 
with  the  Government  Campaign,  a large  scale  campaign  was 
begun  in  this  District  in  February,  1941.  Consent  forms  with 
explanatory  leaflets  were  issued  with  the  willing  and  kind 
co-operation  of  the  A.R.P.  Head  and  Sector  Wardens  to  every 
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household  with  children  in  this  District.  After  the  initial  surge 
of  inoculations  was  completed  with  the  help  of  Practitioners  at 
convenient  centres,  further  endeavour  was  made  to  get  at  the 
missed  children  at  school  and  Welfare  Centre  and  also  the  Health 
Visitors  are  constantly  approaching  parents  whose  children  have 
not  been  done.  Defaulting  parents  give  a wide  variety  of  reasons 
for  their  refusal,  many  fathers  being  recalcitrant  because  of  their 
personal  experience  of  inoculation  for  typhoid,  etc.,  in  the  Services, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  as  information  spreads  amongst  parents 
regarding  the  simplicity  and  safety  of  the  inoculation,  more  and 
more  will  have  their  children  done.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Officer  the  greatest  influencing  factors  in  propaganda  are  the 
Government  films  shown  to  Cinema  audiences  and  broadcasts 
made  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  all 
other  local  subsidiary  methods,  such  as  posters,  leaflets,  birthday 
cards  and  press  notices  also  have  a valuable  effect.  There  is  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  all  the  parents  whose  children  have  not  been 
immunised  are  fully  aware  of  the  facilities  offered.  In  the 
personal  experience  of  the  Medical  Officer,  all  defaulting  mothers 
interviewed  during  School  Medical  inspections  of  their  children 
know  all  about  the  scheme. 

In  1941,  1,624  children  under  15  y^ars  were  immunised,  of 
these  448  were  under  5 years,  which  gives  an  approximate  per- 
centage of  50%  of  the  under  5 population  and  1,176  school  children 
between  5 and  15  years  which  gives  an  approximate  percentage 
of  57  % . The  total  percentage  of  children  under  1 5 years  immunised 
was  therefore  approximately  55%,  under  the  Council’s  Scheme. 

In  addition,  however/  there  is  an  unknown  number  of  children 
who  have  been  immunised  privately  by  practitioners  and  also  of 
evacuee  children  who  were  immunised  during  their  stay  in 
reception  areas. 

For  the  first  year  of  the  campaign  these  figures  can  be 
considered  quite  satisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  that  continued 
propaganda  during  1942  will  considerably  raise  this  percentage, 
pari  passu  with  the  prejudices  of  defaulting  parents  being  gradually 
overcome. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

11  cases  were  notified,  in  comparison  with  16  in  1940,  and 
66  in  1939.  All  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths,  and  no  return  cases. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

6 cases  were  notified,  compared  with  5 in  1940  and  nil  in  1939. 
Five  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  all  made 
complete  recoveries  on  Sulphapyridine  therapy.  These  were 
all  sporadic  cases  with  no  ascertainable  association.  It  would 
seem  that  there  is  a reservoir  of  healthy  carriers  amongst  the 
soldiers  in  the  area. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  case  was  notified.  This  case  was  treated  domiciliary 
by  the  Medical  Practitioner. 

Measles. 

28  cases  were  notified.  None  was  admitted  to  Hospital  and 
there  were  no  deaths.  No  use  was  made  during  the  year  by 
practitioners  of  the  pool  of  measles  serum  available  at  the  County 
Laboratory.  It  would  seem  that  the  view  is  generally  held  that 
protection  of  healthy  susceptible  contacts  is  not  worth  while, 
having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  immunity  is  temporary  and  that 
the  disease  is  endemic  and  epidemic  and  that  the  child  may 
probably  contract  it  sooner  or  later.  However  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  serum  is  of  especial  value  when  exposed  susceptible 
children  are  in  poor  health  or  suffering  from  some  other  illness,  and 
for  children  under  2 years  of  age  if  not  for  all  contact  children. 

The  serum  can  be  supplied  by  the  local  or  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  same  day  of  request.  It  seems  doubtful 
if  Practitioners  could  find  the  time  to  immunise  all  exposed 
children,  in  view  of  the  heavy  demands  on  their  services  since  the 
War. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  there  were  31  cases  notified.  One  was 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  having  the  complication  of 
Broncho-pneumonia,  but  made  a full  recovery.  There  were  no 
deaths.  Whooping  Cough  must  be  regarded  as  a very  serious 
disease,  especially  in  debilitated  children  and  those  under  2 years, 
the  complication,  Broncho-penumonia,  being  the  chief  cause  of 
death. 

Whooping  Cough  vaccine  would  seem  to  be  a very  sound 
prophylactic  and  should  be  regarded  as  of  practically  equal  value 
as  Diphtheria  toxoid.  For  actual  treatment,  however,  its 
efficacy  is  doubtful.  In  the  view  of  the  Medical  Officer,  a clinic 
for  combined  inoculation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria 
should  be  established  as  soon  as  this  is  practicable. 

Pneumonia.  ( Acute  primary  and  acute  influenzal.) 

27  cases  were  notified  in  comparison  with  21  in  1940,  and 
there  were  19  deaths. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  was  notified.  After  treatment  and  isolation  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  the  boy  was  transferred  to  the  Kent  and 
Canterbury  Hospital  for  Orthopaedic  treatment  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  7 cases  notified,  2 of  which  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  All  made  complete  recoveries  on  Sulphonamide 
therapy  which  is  specific. 

There  were  no  cases  of  other  notifiable  diseases,  e.g.,  Enteric 
Fever,  Dysentery,  etc. 
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Contagious  Diseases. 

Scabies. 

Fortunately  this  contagious  disease  is  not  a serious  problem 
in  this  District.  In  1941,  49  cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  the  majority  of  these  being  school  and  pre-school 
children. 

School  children  are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  and  arrange 
ments  are  made  to  disinfect  bedding  and  personal  clothing. 

Pre-school  children,  if  not  undergoing  treatment  by  a practi- 
tioner, are  treated  at  home  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health 
Visitors.  Polysulphides  ointment  was  issued  and  found  to  be 
very  effective.  At  the  same  time  bedding  and  clothing  are 
disinfested  and  unhygienic  housing  conditions  remedied  as  far 
as  possible. 

Lice  Infestation. 

This,  like  Scabies,  is  by  no  means  rampant.  Cases  are 
uncommon  at  School  and  Welfare  Centre  and  in  Hospital 
admissions. 

The  Scabies  Order,  1941,  gives  all  necessary  powers  for  the 
cleansing  of  verminous  persons,  effects  and  premises.  The  threat 
of  prosecution  under  this  Order  is  a valuable  weapon  and  was 
successful  in  a few  recalcitrant  cases.

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There  were  2 deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  of  cases 
which  had  not  been  notified  before  death.  This  gives  a ratio  of 
1 in  9.  However  there  does  not  appear  to  be  general  cause  for 
concern  regarding  the  efficiency  of  notification  in  the  District. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  environmental  hygiene 
of  all  tuberculous  patients  on  the  Register  by  the  staff.
